Shooting

ANN ARBOR, Mich, (AP) - 


A 28'year-old repairman has 
been accused of the shooting 
death of a University of Michi- 
gan coed—the seventh young 
woman slain in the area in less 
than two years, 


Sources close to the investiga- 


tion said the man was released 
from 
the Southern Michigan 


Prison six months ago after 
servming a sentence for rape, 


Police Chief Walter Krasny 


said the shooting victim, Mar« 
garet Phillips 
25, had been 


counseling the man, Ernest R. 
Bishop Jr., on how to improve 
his life, She was doing it "on 
her own," Krasny commented. 


He said Miss Phillips also had 


"more than a casual interest" 
in the six previous slayings and 
had interviewed several persons 
on the subject, Two of the kill- 
ings occurred while Bishop was 
in prison. 


Miss Phillips was shot in her 


apartment early Saturday. She 
died Sunday without regaining 
consciousness. 


Four heavily armed police- 


men arrested Bishop as he left 
his apartment building on the 
city's north side Sunday night. 


The man, who is small and 


thin, had been working as a re- 
frigeration 
repairman 
police 


said. 


Washtenaw County Prosecu- 


tor William Delhey said Bishop, 
booked by police on an informal 
charge of premeditated murder, 
would be charged formally in 
District Court today. 


Miss Phillips- a slim 5-foot-4 


graduate student in sociology- 
was found by a neighbor and 
fellow student, Judith Rubin, 
who shared a kitchen with the 
victim. 


Miss Rubin reportedly heard 


the gruff voice of a man, fol- 
lowed by shots, and hid in her 
own room until he left. 


Miss Phillips, shot in the head 


and one hand with a .22-caliber 
pistol, was clad in blouse and 
slacks. 


The Detroit News said Bishop 


was sentenced June 9, 1959 from 
Detroit Recorder's Court to 10- 
20 years on a rape conviction.

A Kikuyu who came to Mbo* 


ya's house to view the open cof* 
fin was attacked by part of the 
wailing crowd of Luo mourners. 
When police tried to intervene, 
a 
stone-throwing mob forced 


them to leave the grounds. 


Tribal disturbances in two 


other cities were quickly broken 
up police. Two persons were re- 
ported injured and seven arrest- 
ed in one clash. 


Every available policeman 


was on duty throughout 
the 


country with an officer posted 
at every street corner in Nairo- 
bi, as the police pressed their 
nationwide hunt for the man 
who killed Mboya as he left a 
pharmacy in downtown Nairobi 
Saturday. 


A police spokesman said there 


was "nothing new to report on 
our investigation." He was un- 
able to give a description of 
Mboya's attacker or the car in 
which he fled. 


Mboya was a popular politi- 


cian both at home and through- 
out the world where he often 
represented Kenya at confer- 
ences. He lectured in New York 
last March. 


Details of Mboya's funeral 


have not been announced. Thou- 
sands of his tribesmen are keep- 
ing a vigil beside the open cof- 
fin, in a garden near Mboya's 
sprawling single-story house in 
the suburb of Lavington. 


Some sat weeping. Others 


flung themselves to the ground 
beating the earth in despair. 
One man carrying a giant por- 
trait of Mboya did a traditional 
death dance in the driveway of 
|he house before the body ar- 
rived, then placed the portrait 
on the roof of the hearse.

Barbecue Institute and the 
N a t i o n a l 
Safety Council, 


proper safety precautions can 
spell the difference between 
an 
e n j o y a b l e 
meal and 


potential disaster. As with 
any 
f l a m e 
or fire, these 


experts say. respect for the 
grill should always be present, 
even when preparing some- 
thing easy to fix like hot 
dogs. 


Don't grill in an area where 


children are playing. A care- 
less child may inadvertently 
run into the grill, tip it over, 
and be severely burned. 


If any part of grilling were 


to be branded as particularly 
dangerous, it's lighting the 
fire. Many tragedies and near 
tragedies are caused every 
year by carelessness in light- 
ing charcoal, according to the 
National Safety Council.. 


Gasoline, because of its 


explosive nature, should be 
avoided along witn any 
f l a m m a b l e 
material 
not 


e x p r e s s l y designed for 
barbecuing. Electric charcoal 
lighters should be handled 
with care; their elements, if 
stored 
in dampness, may 


short out when used. 


Follow the directions on 


the 
lighter fluid container 


which always say to let the 
liquid soak into the charcoal 
before lighting to reduce the 
hazard of a flash flame. Do 
not under any circumstances 
add lighter fluid once th&grill 
K going. 


For handling food on the 


grill, it's a good idea to have 
long-handled tools, preferably 
tongs that are sturdy with 
fire-proof grips, spokesmen 
for

When cooking steaks that 


drip fat into the fire, a 
sprinkling bottle filled with 
water is helpful in curbing 
flames that cafi win a fine 
piece of meat. 


Most outdoor chefs fail to 


realize the danger of charcoal 
fires which give off carbon 
monoxide. Charcoal should 
only be used outdoofs of in 
well-ventilated indoor loca- 
tions such as a fireplace with 
an open draft. 


Controlled heat is the 


desire of every chef. And for 
best results for every type of 
outdoor recipe, according to 
the 
Barbecue Institute, a 


slow, even heat may be 
achieved by cooking with a 
minimum of charcoal. Cook- 
ing with a layer one briquette 
deep should be enough. 


For greater heat control 


and fewer hazardous sparks, 
experts prefer a covered grill 
or a windbreak on the grill to 
protect the fire from strong 
drafts. The best 
control 


comes from a covered or 
kettle grill that traps the heat 
much like an oven. A covered 
grill eleminates sparks and 
fiame-ups and also provides 
even heat 
at a constant 


temperature to retain natural 
juices while barbecuing. 


After you have finished 


grilling, extinguish the live 
charcoals by dousing them 
with a panfull of water.

Doesn't Get 
Any Easier

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 


— The Wimbledon tennis cham- 
pionships have always been a 
test of endurance as well as of 
tennis ability, but never so 
much as this year. And they 
don't promise to get much eas- 
ier. 


By the time Rod Laver of 


Australia had beaten John New- 
combe of Australia 6-4, 5-7, 6-4, 
6-4 Saturday for the men's sin- 
gles title, no less than 28 sets in 
the men's singles had gone 20 
games or more. 


The men's singles and doubles 


all run to the best-of-five sets, 
and there were no 10 minute 
breaks halfway through, as in 
most big tournaments. 


But despite the no-break rule, 


the long matches meant a lot of 
games were played in failing 
light on near-deserted courts, 
and a number of matches had to 
be halted in the evening and 
restarted the next morning. 


And then there is the sudden 


leap upwards in the general 
standards 
of play since the 


gates were opened to profession- 
als last year. 
,., 


Ken Rosewall, who returned 


to Wimbledon last year after 11 
years in the pro ranks, called 
the competition in this year's 
championships twice as good as 
it was in the mid-1950s. 


"In my amateur days, plenty 


of countries had one good play- 
er," he said. "Now they have 
several— with plenty of young- 
sters coming along. 


"This means you don't get the 


easy matches all the time— and 
it's certainly an endurance test 
to reach the latter rounds." 


Pancho Gonzales, 41, who 


turned pro before he had won a 
Wimbledon title, echoed Rose- 
wall with a lot more feeling aft- 
er struggling through the to win 
longest match ever seen at 
Wimbledon, 112 games, against 
Charles Pasarell of the United 
States In the first round, he 
match had to be halted in twi- 
light and continued the next 
morning, and Gonzales com- 
plained bitterly. 


"With the standard so high, 


and the matches likely to go on 
so long, why don't they do some- 
thing about it?" he asked. 


"Why do they have start at 2 


p.m.—why can't they start at 
mid-day and put a limit on the 
time the last matches start In 
the evenings? "At least that 
would mean matches would be 
able to finish in decent light, 
and no one would have to play 
on when they couldn't see the 
ball properly."

NEW YORK—(NEA)—It is assumed there will be less 


people to greet the Apollo 11 astronauts when they land 
on the moon than there was to congratulate Bobby Unset- 
after winning the 1968 Indianapolis 500. 


But the astronauts and the race car driver will be 


decked out for the occasion in similar toggery. The outer 
layer of the space suits and Unser's racing suit are woven 
from Fiberglas Beta yarns, a flexible, noncombustible 
glass fiber. 


In this year's Indy 500, Unser, Roger McCluskey and 


Lloyd Ruby were dressed, almost literally, to the teeth in 
this uniform. The suit Is the ultimate in fire precaution 
habiliments. The invention was spurred by the fire in 1967 
which killed three astronauts during tests at Cape Ken- 
nedy. 


Ten days after the disaster. NASA contracted the Owens- 


Corning Fiberglas Corp. to develop a safer, noncombus- 
tible space suit. The result so pleased Gordon Cooper, 
astronaut and race car enthusiast, that he wanted to wear 
it to race at Indianapolis. His superiors said, sure, he could 
wear the uniform — to the supermarket, to the theater, to 
cookouts. But not to race. They refused to take a chance 
of injury on hair-pin turns. 


Cruising around the moon is one thing but, goodness 


gracious, peeling around the Indy Raceway is strictly for 
nutballs. 


The Fiber Glass suit resists temperatures up to 1300 


degrees, as opposed to the more conventional suits which 
can withstand flames and heat up to only 600 degrees. 
This doesn't mean that now when fire rages in a capsule 
or a car that those entrapped can sit around and play 
solitaire. 


Rather, the improved suit provides an extra few seconds 


for escape. 


Longjohns that astronauts wear may also be used soon 


by race car drivers. A liquid cooling garment is worn next 
to the bodies of the astronauts for increased comfort. It 
is an apparatus with connecting tubes which must be 
plugged in. 


Ed Cobb, head of the scientific program for Owens- 


Corning, said, "Liquid cooling garments could revolutionize 
auto racing. Now, it's nothing definite, but I'm just 
imasineering—you know, projecting. But the cooler race 
car drivers are, the greater the chance to use hotter and 
more sophisticated fuels in the cars." 


In the Apollo 11 space capsule, many instruments and 


other accessories are lined with Fiberglas Beta. A pos- 
sibility also exists that race car interiors could be coated 
in the same way. 


Their use is expanding in other ways. In the home, 


drapes and bed spreads are being made with the product. 


In sports, fiber glass is already indispensable in poles 


for vaulting, surf boards, water and snow skis, racing 
boats, snowmobiles, batting helmets, golf clubs, archery 
equinnient. indoor pitching mounds and, even, to line 
sports stadiums to cut down noise. 


But it is in the space and race car apparel that the 


product is employed most dramatically. Which brings up 
another element of caution: Don't throw stones at people 
who live in glass suits.

During his trip, Rockefeller 


emphasized a belief that the Al- 
liance for Progress failed to 
achieve many of its goals be- 
cause the machinery necessary 
to push it through was never 
created and laws and regula- 
tions blocking alliance goals 
were never eliminated. 


Two members of Rockefel- 


ler's advisory staff said Latin 
Americans were partly to blame 
for the alliance's shortcomings.

cording to how much risk 
they 
o r d i n a r i l y

assume." And if you have a 
very high aversion to as- 
suming risk, m a y b e you 
should just stay out of the 
market—because you'll miss 
the boat much of the time. 
Here's why: 


The market has been in a 


decline. Investor climate is 
generally gloomy. Nobody's 
buying—but we all know the 
market is a succession of 
ups and downs, and we're 
awaiting signs of the upturn 
that's c e r t a i n to come, 
sooner or later. 


At the first hopeful signs, 


the earliest buyers will be 
"those whose risk-aversion 
is practically nil"—the pro- 
fessional short-term traders. 
After 
t h e m , 
says 
the 


Almanac, come "the opti- 
mists with slight aversion to 
risk. They are gradually fol- 
lowed by those with stronger 
aversion to risk, whp wait 
until their optimism is suf- 
ficient to bring them to an 
emotional decision." 


By n o w there's a 
bull 


market in full swing, pockets 
are bulging with profits, in- 
vestors are riding high and 
happy. It's all so wonderful 
that it finally overcomes the 
caution and timidity of "the 
hiphest class of risk-avert- 
ers. who must have very un-

ting this old safety-play hand 
in the column? Everyone 
has been writing about it for 
years." 


Oswald: "You're right. As 


a matter of fact, it was old 
when I was a boy.

Cultured Pearls

A—Menstrual 
discomfort 


or dysmenorrhea 
is very 


common. 
In most cases 


aspirin is helpful. Edrisal, a 
prescription drug, is a little 
stronger and may be needed 
in some cases. Girls who are 
athletically i n c l i n e d and 
those who have been taught 
to look upon menstruation as 
a normal physiological proc- 
ess rather than a "curse" 
seem to have less of this sort 
of trouble than the others. In 
any case, the discomfort will 
gradually decrease over the 
years. 


Q—Our son, 17, recently 


had a partial collapse of his 
left lung while playing foot- 
ball. After recovery, the doc- 
tor said he could play foot- 
ball again. A few months 
later, the collapse recurred. 
The doctor said it was due to 
overwork and that the next 
time it would be necessary 
to operate. Our son has chest 
pains whenever he overex- 
erts. Shouldn't he be re- 
stricted 
in his work and 


play? 


A—In some persons the 


walls of the small air sacs 
near the outer surface of the 
lungs are weak and a fit of 
coughing, sneezing or strain- 
ing may cause a blowout, ac- 
companied by a partial col- 
lapse of the lung. The victim 
should avoid the strains that 
precipitate a collapse but, 
if he has three spontaneous 
attacks, an operation to re- 
move the weak spot is ad- 
visable. 


Q—What is a greenstick 


fracture? What treatment is 
best? 


A—This is an incomplete 


break that is split along only 
one side of a long bone—like 
trying to break a sapling 
over your knee. It is seen 
only in children. The only 
treatment required is rest- 
no weight bearing if a leg 
and a sling if an arm is in- 
volved—for 
four 
or 
five 


weeks.

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HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star 
of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 — Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. Tullis, andCol. W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 —Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 -Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C. 
L. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 -Following 
Mi-, pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 —With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish- 
ing Co. Washburn became 76 
per cent owner and president 
- balance 24 per cent being held 
by Texarkana Newspapers, Inc.

Son of Mr. and Mrs. Billy Dan 
Jones; and Stan James, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jim James. We 
left Hope about 4 a.m. Sunday 
and were scheduled to meet the 
Other parties Sunday afternoon 
at the Pickwick Dam, 110 miles 
e4st of Memphis. 


Taking off Monday morning 


downstream in the direction of 
ftulucah, Ky., we expect to spend 
one week cruising Kentucky and 
fiftrkley Lakes, returning to 
ttckwick Dam and arriving home 
Monday, July 14. 


This is about a 500-mile water 


haul, covering the lower end of 
the Tennessee River almost to 
Its confluence with the Ohio, and 
at Barkley Lake we will be on 
the waters of the Cumberland 
River.

FBI's J. Edgar Hoover 
Says Rod China Counts 
. S. as No. 1 Enemy

munist China has singled out 
the United States as Its No. 1 en- 
emy and Is working to tap need- 
ed scientific information here 
by any means, FBI Director J.

"The potent threat to our na- 


tional security posed by Red 
China still exists," Is the way 
Hoover phrased It. "In fact, the 
blatant, belligerent and illogical 
statements made by Red Chi- 
na's spokesmen during the past 
year leave no doubt that the 
United States is Communist Chi- 
na's No. 1 enemy." 


Hoover's warning was deliv- 


ered behind closed doors last 
April to a House Appropriations 
subcommittee. 
His 
testimony 


was released today. 


"This bitterness towards the 


United States and other Western 
countries—even the Soviet Un- 
ion— is a factor in Red China's 
ambition to equal other major 
powers economically, militarily 
and, especially, in scientific en- 
deavors," Hoover said. 


This goal, Hoover said, has 


resulted in Chinese Communist 
Intelligence activities here — 
overt as well as convert— to get 
needed material, particularly In 
the scientific field.

crashed in good weather with 
clear skies and no wind, He said 
it struck about 20 feet from an

"It just covered the top with

Armstrong Digs Moon

CAPE KENNEDY—(NEA) 


—Let's look ahead. It is Sun- 
day, July 20, early afternoon. 
And, 
incredible though it 


still seems, man has just 
landed on the moon. 


Two men. Neil Armstrong 


and Edwin Aldrin. Both are 
Americans—but in a greater 
sense they represent all na- 
tions and peoples of earth. 


Their Lunar Module has 


just s e t t l e d in a flat, 
three-by-six mile area known 
as the Sea of Tranquility. 


Finally, it has been done. 


A f t e r n i n e concentrated 
years of effort and ages of 
dreaming, human beings are 
there, glued to the surface 
of the place which previous 
explorers have said "looks 
like a big chocolate malt." 


But there is little time to 


wonder for Armstrong and 
Aldrin. The first three min- 
utes after landing are too 
critical. In these moments 
they must make a thorough 
check 
of 
t h e i r 
vehicle, 


searching for signs, regard- 
less how small, that would 
force them to initiate an im- 
mediate emergency take-off. 


It could be a leak the size 


of a period, or a deteriora- 
tion of an electronic circuit 
—any minute, pesky thing 
might cause abortion of the 
remainder of the lunar land- 
ing in favor of safely ex- 
tracting the two humans. 


If nothing is found 
the 


astronauts 
will relax their 


fervent checkout operation 
to a more leisurely one—and 
some 22 hours of precisely 
pianned 
moon 
living 
will 


commence. 


Most of the surface stay 


will take place aboard the 
Lunar Module. And the early 
hours of it especially will be 
spent in lengthy routine. 


Initially, 
the

will take two full hours to 
complete postlanding audits.

they'll spend another 
half 


hour or so eating. Then, for 
four more hours. the.\ 'II rest 


and, hopefully, sleep. 


Ten hours after landing, on 


Monday, July 21, early morn- 
ing earth time, Neil Arm- 
strong will "egress" from 
the Lunar Module by way 
of a ladder. On the ladder's 
second rung, he'll pull a ring 
on the ship's skin and drop 
scientific equipment to the 
lunar crust. 


Armstrong will follow the 


equipment down. And short- 
ly after 2 a.m. (Eastern Day- 
light Time back on earth), 
with a camera to record for 
posterity, he will step on the 
moon's surface. 


He will look, on earth tele- 


vision, like a fat, slow, even 
awkward little gnome. He'll 
be wearing thick layers of 
suiting, a severely shaded 
glass helmet, u life-support 
back pack—and he will pro- 
ceed slowly, very slowly. 


For the first five minutes, 


Armstrong will make mea- 
sured movements, check his 
balance and capabilities. 


Armstrong's first assigned 


activity will be to take a 
contingency sample of lunar 
material. This so that in case 
of an emergency liftoff, the
